the United States will need a 
m iniature Cape Canaveral in 
space — an orbiting service 
station to launch and repair 
rocketships.

When it 
isn’t acting as a 
space hangar and launch base. 
the station —- 300 feet long and 
33 feet in diam eter — could 
double as a scientific labora­ 
tory for exploring the space 
environm ent. 
First 
a 
giant 
Saturn 
C5 
rocket would put a 98-foot sec­ 
tion into orbit for the scientific 
laboratory. Staff m e m b e r s 
would reach the laboratory in 
Apollo space buses, patterned 
after the vehicle that is to land 
the

About 15 men would man this 
first section. Von Tiesenhausen
